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OUR FLEET, ch. 1946, by Count Fleet—Duchess Anita, by Count Gallahad. 


Our Fleet, winner of the important Frizette Stakes and 
fast-finishing second in the Fashion Stakes of 1948, is 
another exponent of Count Fleet's increasing eminence 
as a broodmare sire. Her first two foals, sisters Fleet 
Diver and She Devil, are good allowance race winners. 


Our Fleet, with a yearling filly by Citation, in foal to 
“Nasrullah and to be sent back to that great stallion in 
1956, is, naturally, being allowed the chance she de- 
serves to become a top broodmare. 


Our Fleet, incidentally, is one of only 17 daughters of 
Count Fleet that have placed their sire on the 1955 
Leading American Broodmare Sire List, published 
November 26 by the Blood-Horse. 


Count Fleet is the youngest broodmare sire among the 
top 40. Furthermore, his high ranking was brought 
about through the efforts of fewer daughters than all 


save those of one horse, a stallion 10 years older than 
Count Fleet. 


The first foal from Count Fleet’s Not Afraid is Stoner 
Creek-bred Prince John, won $157,918 in the Garden 
State, the world’s richest race. Noorsaga, 1955 Cowdin 
Stakes winner, is another scion of the Count Fleet 
maternal line, while Sorceress and Noble Risk are two 
cther stakes winners helping place Count Fleet's daugh- 
ters’ percentage of winners to stakes winners at a whop- 
ping 23%. 


Count Fleet's outstanding record in the stud has con- 
stantly revealed the adaptability of his blood as an out- 
cross for practically any female line one can name. 
This happy faculty apparently will be perpetuated 
through his daughters. In 1955, for instance, the 19 
winning horses out of daughters of Count Fleet are by 
18 different sires.

Addendum on Intelligence 


Col. Phil T. Chinn, abridging the stories 
he related at the recent dinner in his honor 
(see page 1476). left out so many details 
that for several days after the dinner he 
was filling in the omissions for anyone 
who stopped to listen. 

One of the addenda had to do with his 
“skeleton-rigged” (i. e.. inadequately fin- 
anced) expedition to California. There had 
been some sponging of horses. and Chinn 
suspected that the rascals responsible for 
the sponging were stabled next to him. He 
asked Wyatt Earp. who as U. S. marshal 
had “cleaned up” several Western towns 
by killing off their bad men. to use his 
barn as a “loafing headquarters.” 

“Just sit around where they can see 
you oiling those guns,” said the Colonel. 
Earp’s gun-oiling immunized the whole 
stable against sponges. But that is a 
whole “nother story. 

Another addendum was appended to the 
story of purchasing horses for military use 
in Europe in the first World War. 

“We had collected 1.250 horses at the 
Tattersalls headquarters in Lexington. and 
they were being sent by rail to New York. 
where they were to be loaded on the 
Rembrandt for shipment across the 
Atlantic. When the last load was being 
made up we were one short—one horse 
had escaped from the rope-enclosed bull- 
pen—and we had to go into the barn and 
get a good horse to fill out the shipment. 

“A few days later I had a call from a 
lady who lived somewhere — between 
Cynthiana and Carlisle. “Old Dobbin’s 
back home. she said. “When we got up 
this morning he was grazing in the front 
yard... . We shouldn’t have sold him in 
the first place. [Il send you a check for 
what you paid for him.’ 

“This old Dobbin had got out of the 
bullpen at Lexington, traveled about 30 
miles. turned up a country road. then 
taken another turn to the farm he came 
from. He had opened the latch on the 
front gate and let himself in, then opened 
the gate to the front yard and waited for 
the people to come out and find him.” 


The Littlest Poll 


The easiest of all the year-end polls for 
best this and that is conducted by Hialeah 
Park’s secretary and publicist. Everett A. 
Clay. who last week asked Charles Me- 
Lennan. Hialeah racing secretary, and 
Frank E. Kilroe, New York and Santa 
Anita Park secretary, what they thought 
of this year’s racing. 

The 2 racing secretaries were in agree- 
ment on 2 points: C. V. Whitney’s Career 
Boy is the most likely to succeed at 3. and 
Hasty House Farm’s Platan made racing’s 
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“most notable comeback in 1955.7 On 
every other issue the 2 men were out of 
phase. 

Kilroe thought Summer Tan. on the sick 
list most of this year. was the biggest 
disappointment, and in this category Me- 
Lennan chose Lavender Hill. top handicap 
mare of 1954 which broke down and was 
destroyed. 

On the question of hard-luck champion. 
McLennan took Summer Tan. and Kilroe 
selected Determine. which had carried top 
weight against all competitors until he 
went lame in the Sunset Handicap. 

Kilroe took *St. Vincent for best on the 
turf. and McLennan leaned toward Hasty 
House Farm’s *Stan. 

Kilroe chose Brookmeade Stable’s Sailor 
as the most versatile performer in 1955. 
McLennan couldn't chose between Swaps 
and Platan. 


Major in Thoroughbreds 


John Aiscan, a young man who came to 
America from the Baltic area of Europe 
in 1950. had not actually memorized 
the stud books of Great Britain, France. 
Italy, Germany. and the U. S.. but he 
appeared to have come nearer doing so 
than anyone else. He not only had 
studied pedigrees. but had traveled ex- 
tensively in Europe to study the con- 
formation of as many good runners. stal- 
lions. and broodmares as_ possible. 

His education having been interrupted 
by the war. he enrolled in the College of 
Agriculture at the University of Ken- 
tucky as a candidate for the degree of 
Bachelor of Science. majoring in animal 
husbandry and applying himself particu- 
larly to the field of genetics. On the side. 
though he still has trouble with the English 
language. he has done considerable re- 
search Thoroughbred breeding and 
written numerous articles for publication. 

What seems to worry John most is the 
fact that there still are a lot of good horses 
he has never seen. So he’s leaving on 
December 17 for a visit of about 4 months 
to the major Thoroughbred breeding farms 
and racing centers of Argentina, Uruguay. 
and Brazil, gathering material for his note- 
books and for publication. Upon his return. 
late in March, he expects to take up the 
final part of his work at the University 


of Kentucky.

OHIO 


Boomerang 


CoLtumsus. Ohio’s Supreme Court 
several months ago agreed to review an 
action by Charles Masterson, of Cleveland, 
who sought a writ of prohibition against 
horse-race betting on the ground that it 
violated an anti-lottery clause in the state 
constitution. Last week the court tossed 
out the suit because Masterson hadn’t gone 
about his action the right way. 

By a vote of 5-2 the court held that the 
plaintiff had not exhausted his avenues 
of action in the lower courts, where he 
could have sought an injunction. The 
court did not rule whether betting on horse 
races was a lottery. 

Masterson, therefore. was back where he 
had started. He had taken a taxpayer’s 
suit to several legal hurdles and had 
topped none. His previous attempts to 
obtain a writ of prohibition had been 
denied on the basis that he was in no way 
harmed by horse race betting and, there- 
fore. had no reason for seeking redress at 
law. 

Some sideline observers in Ohio read 
into this series of legal attacks the inspira- 
tion of Cleveland bingo interests, who felt 
that horse racing, if given the same status 
as bingo, would join hands with the bingo 
people in a battle for legalization.

FLORIDA 
The Repaired Sesamoid 


Miami. This is a story about a horse 
named C, O. Dorsett, alive and running 
at Tropical Park, thanks to an operation 
performed by Dr. Manuel A. Gilman, who 
is in charge of pre-race examination of 
Thoroughbreds in New York. 

C. O. Dorsett, then owned by Joe W. 
Brown, New Orleans, fractured a sesamoid 
bone in a race at Aqueduct on June 30, 
1954, and for a few days it appeared 
likely that he would be destroyed. On 


December 17, 1955 


July 15 Dr. Gilman performed his opera- 
tion, and about March 1, 1955, the horse 
was put back into training. 

On July 2, 1955, C. O. Dorsett had his 
first race since the operation. He won it, 
was claimed at the same time. He came 
in lame, but cooled out sound. Appar- 
ently the running had stung his repaired 
fetlock joint, and it would take time to 
break down all the adhesions and wear 
smooth the remaining pieces of sesamoid 
bone. 

In one other race in July he was seventh, 
but this time he finished not quite so 
lame. Since then he has run 9 more times. 
winning 4 races, and getting a second, 2 
thirds, and a fourth. In this remarkable 
comeback the 5-year-old son of Polynesian 
has won 5 races and earned around 
$13.000. 

“For many years,” said Dr. Gilman, “we 
have been taught, and we have learned 
through personal experience, that most 
fractures in race horses never heal. It 
was inhumane to try to save these horses 
as they would suffer undue pain. and if 
we tried to save them many would have 
to be destroyed after a week or 2 due to 
gangrene and other complications. 

“One of the main reasons for this is 
that some of the horse’s bones have no 
periostial covering or, at the best, little of 
this covering. It is this periostium which 
is needed to make new bone and _ heal 
fractures. 
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“Another reason for our inability to heal 
certain fractures is the comminuted condi- 
tion of the bones when a horse so afflicted 
is pulled up in a race. A third reason is 
that a horse will not keep all his weight 
off a fractured limb and will put weight 
on it when standing. He will even try 
to walk on it.” 


Dr. Gilman, who has been associated 
with the New York tracks since leaving 
the University of Pennsylvania in the 
spring of 1945, added that it is nothing 
new for certain types of fractures to heal, 
even allowing the horse to return to the 
races successfully. 

“For example,” he said, “a fracture in 
the foot (pedal bone) can heal very suc- 
cessfully. The reason for this is that this 
bone is encased by the hoof, which acts 
as a cast and prevents movements of the 
fractured parts until such time as there is 
good union. 


“Many times fractures of the face and 
skull heal successfully, also fractures of 
the splint bones, although in recent years 
veterinarians have found that they make a 
quicker and better recovery if the frae- 
tured piece is removed. All these types 
of fractures have no connection with joints, 
and so we call them uncomplicated frac- 
tures. 

“When a sesamoid fractures, the most 
important determining factor in whether 
or not it will heal depends upon how the 
fractured pieces lie in relationship to each 
other. 

“If they are not shifted and separated 
too much, there is a good chance that in 
time union will occur. In the past we 
have had examples of such unions and 
many of these horses have returned suc- 
cessfully to the races. 

“However, many more have not made it. 
The reason was that in these cases the 
fractured pieces were not in apposition 
to each other and therefore could not heal 
properly. The best that this union could 
offer was a large, unsightly callus that 
bridged the gap and held the broken ends 
together. 

“Even in this case, the horse would get 
more or less sound in time, but as soon as 
you put him in training he would go lame.” 

Trusting to nature to heal fractured 
sesamoids, said Dr. Gilman, would be a 
hit-and-miss proposition. 

“If a horse returned to the races it 
would be a matter of luck rather than a 
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matter of skill on the part of the trainer 
or veterinarian. 


“Our approach to this condition of a 
fractured sesamoid was to try. through 
surgery, to either put the fractured pieces 
in opposition to each other so that they 
could heal properly. or to remove smaller. 
loose pieces of bone entirely. leaving be- 
hind the larger. more solid portion. 

“This remaining portion of bone is then 
scraped to stimulate bone formation and 
growth. If this can be done successfully 
in the field — and I am sure the operation 
on C. O. Dorsett has proven successful — 
with modern horse hospitals and with re- 
fined techniques this operation will save 
many good horses from being destroyed 
and will return many of them to the 
races.” 

Before performing the operation on C. 
O. Dorsett, Dr. Gilman consulted with Dr. 
Alexander Kaye. M. D.. and Dr. J. Gar- 
land Catlett, of New York. who is now 
serving as a steward at Tropical Park. 

Dr. Gilman hopes that the new track in 
New York will have a modern horse hos- 
pital where more such operations can be 
done.

DELAWARE 
Stakes and Jumps 


Delaware Park this week announced an 
extension of its double-entry nomination 
blank, inaugurated last year for the track’s 
“Distaff Big 3.° Last year owners could 
nominate fillies and mares on one blank 
for the New Castle and Delaware Handi- 
caps. This year owners of 3-year-old fillies 
may nominate for the Delaware Oaks in 
addition to the 2 handicaps. Owners of 
older fillies and mares still may nominate 
for the New Castle and Delaware on a 
single blank. 

Group nominations may be made until 
January 31. 1956. at a cost of $250. No- 
minations for the individual races _ will 
close May 1. with fees of $150 for the 
Oaks, $100 for the New Castle. and $250 
for the Delaware. 

Said Bryan Field. Delaware Park gen- 
eral manager: “The combined nomination 
blank saves an owner time and money. A 
3-year-old certainly is going to be nomi- 
nated for the Oaks and the Delaware. and 
an owner will save $150 by using the 
triple blank. If he has a durable filly. 
and wants to run her in the New Castle. 
too, he will save $250. The owner of the 
older mare will save $100.” 

Field said Delaware Park was con- 
tinuing the system of nominator and breed- 
er awards for the 3 races. The awards 
are paid only to the nominators and breed- 
ers of the first 4 finishers in the Delaware. 
but if any of the first 4 has started in 
either of the preceding races the award 
will be double. If a 3-year-old which 
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places in the Delaware previously had 
started in both the Oaks and the New 
Castle, the nominator and breeder awards 
will be trebled. 

Delaware also released most of its 
stakes schedule for the 1956 meeting. The 
filly-and-mare races will be run on the last 
3 Saturdays of the meeting, and Field said. 
“If you want to do some predicting. you 
can say that they will be run on the last 3 
Saturdays of our meeting as long as we 
continue the series of races.”

MARYLAND 


Response to a Critic 


The Maryland Jockey Club, owner and 
operator of Pimlico race track, this week 
announced that the Marguerite Stakes for 
2-year-old fillies would be restored to the 
Pimlico stakes program for the 1956 fall 
meeting. Inaugurated in 1945. the 
Marguerite was run each year until 1955, 

Louis Pondfield. vice president and 
executive director of Pimlico, said the 
restoration was made “in recognition of the 
problems of the Thoroughbred breeders, 
aptly expressed by Ira Drymon_ his 
address before the open forum. of the 
Thoroughbred Racing Associations’ meet- 
ing in Miami.” 

In his speech at the TRA convention 
Drymon had said, “Three futurities require 
in-foal mares to be nominated—Belmont, 
Pimlico, and the Breeders’ Futurity at 
Keeneland. Belmont and Keeneland have 
‘sister’ futurities—the Matron and_ the 
Alcibiades—but Pimlico has discontinued 
the filly futurity. I nominated in-foal 
mares for the Pimlico Futurity just a few 
days ago, but now find that many breeders 
are not making nominations this year be- 
cause they know about one-half of the 
foals will be fillies and fillies have little 
chance against colts in this race.” 

More than 1.800 mares were nominated 
for the 1956 Pimlico Futurity. and about 
2.100 were nominated for the 1957 
Futurity. All fillies produced by mares 
nominated for these 2 futurities now are 
eligible for the Marguerite Stakes with- 
out the necessity for any subsequent pay- 
ment except a $100 starting fee. The 
added value of the Marguerite for the 
next 2 runnings will be “at least’” $10.000. 

Any nominator who wishes to keep a 
filly eligible for the Futurity can do so by 
making the regularly scheduled payments. 


MacPhail's Last Word

hard pressed to inform the people of 
Miami that the TRA was in town—but the 
convention voted to meet at the same place 
next year. 


Public Relations 


A conference of general managers from 
member tracks. opening the convention on 
Monday. December 5. gave thought to a 
decline in race track attendance. Broadly 
speaking. it was decided that public rela- 
tions, as distinguished from the sometimes 
narrow confines of publicity. was the key 
to the solution. 

Three days later, at the last session of 
the convention, president Amory Haskell 
appointed a planning committee to study 
the problem of public relations. He put 
Chicago’s Ben Lindheimer at the head of 
the group. 

A recent Associated Press survey was 
brought up. On the basis of incomplete 
returns the survey had predicted an in- 
crease of 2 per cent in betting and a 


decline of 1.28 per cent in attendance at 
the nation’s tracks. 


“This indicates that certain people are 
betting bigger money. but what we need 
are lots of people who will just bet a 
little money.” said Del Mar’s Donald 
Smith. “If the nation suffers an economic 
reversal the big spenders will be the first 
to disappear. To make sure we can ride 
out any such stormy period we must build 
our operation on a broad base of small 
bettors.” 


Haskell’s planning committee, which will 
be free to develop any ideas it wishes 
for presentation to TRA directors, is 
representative of the major areas in racing. 
Serving with Lindheimer will be Eugene 
Mori. representing Florida, New Jersey, 
and California; Dr. Charles Strub, Cali- 
fornia; J. J. Isaacson, Nebraska; and John 
A. Morris. who was president of Jamaica 
until the Greater New York Association 
took it over. 


Said Lindheimer: “Race track expenses 
are increasing out of all proportion to any 
minor gains that some associations may 
have made. The only way we can meet 
this problem is via a greater volume of 
business. and. in the 3 or 4 months time we 
have to prepare a written report to the 
directors. we are going to see what can 
be done to improve 1) the operation of 
the race tracks. 2) the merchandizing of 


The Thoroughbred Club’s Objection Got Some Results 


At the TRA open forum on December 8. 
Ira Drymon, president of the Thorough- 
bred Club of America, remarked that some 
breeders had stopped nominating in-foal 
mares for the Pimlico Futurity because 
the track had discontinued a companion 
futurity for fillies. Since about half of 
any crop of foals would be fillies, nominat- 
ing them for a race open to colts was 
guessing money down the drain. 


Lou Pondfield heard Drymon’s talk. and 
almost immediately Pimlico announced 
that it was reviving its Marguerite Stakes. 
a futurity-type race for 2-year-old fillies 
(See The Week’s Racing). 


Drymon’s comments had come from a 
brief talk on early-closing stakes. In the 
course of his discussion he exhibited a 
memorandum showing payments and_ pay- 
ment dates for a number of prominent 
early-closing stakes. together with a 
schedule of dates and payments proposed 
by a Thoroughbred Club committee com- 
posed of Paul Ebelhardt. Duval A. Head- 
ley. Charles A. Kenney, Alex Bower. and 
Drymon as a member ex officio. The pro- 
posed dates for nominations were, in gen- 
eral, anywhere from a few weeks to several 
months later than the closing dates 
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currently specified, though a few were 
slightly earlier. 

The committee had suggested no reduc- 
tions in nomination fees, and in several 
cases had suggested increases because of 
the later-closing dates. It had proposed 
elimination or reduction of some of the 
intermediate payments. 

Said Drymon: “As it is now. we have 
nomination and payment dates all through 
the year... For early-closing stakes. 
many of them several months ahead of 
the day the race is run. it would seem 
there is no real need to have the dates 
scattered throughout the year. Some co- 
ordination among tracks could work out a 
pattern that would eliminate some of the 
different dates.” 

The Thoroughbred Club committee 
“came up with a proposal that February 
1. May 1. August 1. and November 1 be 
used for closing and payment dates for all 
early-closing stakes.” 

Drymon said that at one time the race 
tracks needed substantial contributions 
from horsemen. but today “it is a known 
fact that owners of racing stables make far 
less on their investment than do the race 
tracks, and it is also known that in many 
stakes the breeders and owners pay more 


of the purses than do the tracks.” 

Last year 18 races. with an added- 
money value of from $10.000 to $100,000, 
at 16 major race tracks received $613,420 
from breeders. as compared to $290,000 
put up by the tracks. he said. The Garden 
State Stakes, for which horsemen put up 
$169.000 and the track $100,000, was in 
this group. In 38 other stakes at 13 
major tracks 35 to 50 per cent of the 
gross value of the purse had been contri- 
buted by the horsemen. Another study of 
future-closing stakes found that horsemen 
had contributed 94.7 per cent as much as 
had the tracks. 

Drymon also suggested that “payments 
on early-closing stakes could be more 
uniform.” He cited the Arlington and 
Washington Futurities. which require 
$190. in addition to starting fees, for $75,- 
000 added: the Belmont Futurity, $200 for 
$50.000 added; the Pimlico Futurity, $345 
for $50.000 added: the Hopeful Stakes, 
$200 for $30,000 added: and the Spinaway 
Stakes. $200 for $20,000 added. 

“May I suggest that a committee be 
appointed to study the proposals and make 
a co-ordinated effort to simplify the pro- 
cedures and ease the burden on the owner 
of racing horses?”

SNARO to Jockeys 


The forum. on the final program Thurs- 
day, produced most of the convention's 
headlines. Following are some of the 
most pertinent out-of-context observations 
by the speakers: 


KEENE DAINGERFIELD. Society of 
North American Racing Officials. It is 
difficult to explain SNARO. since we our- 
selves have only skimmed the surface of 
its potentialities for the good of racing. 
It was formed by racing officials from all 
parts of the country at a meeting in New 
York last May, and it now has 180 
members. Of all the groups in racing. 
only the officials had been without a real 
voice; but this is not a pressure group 
and does not advocate a “closed shop.” 


WATHEN R. KNEBELKAMP. Nation- 
al Association of State Racing Commis- 
sioners. The desire for uniformity of rules 
continues. Seventeen states now have the 
same claiming rules, with the rest expected 
to fall into line within a year. The con- 
fusion arising from different rules for 
apprentice jockeys is something urgently 
in need of correction. As an aid to the 
public, jockeys should be named at the 
time of entry. 


ED CHRISTMAS, American Trainers 
Association. The naming of jockeys at 
the time of entry too often leaves the lead- 
ing riders sitting out a race because of 
scratches, while the owner who named Joe 
Blow at the time of entry is stuck with 
him. . . . There should be more filly and 
mare races, which are essential to provide 
matrons for our studs. .. . | am opposed 
to the recently passed 100-winner appren- 
tice rule, which does not give a_ boy 
sufficient experience. All of the good 
riders came up under the old rule.

Publications. Closer co-operation between 
the tracks and racing publications will 
help the sport. There is a great problem 
in this respect confronting the clockers. 
At Hollywood Park each horse is announc- 
ed as he appears on the track for a work- 
out, along with the distance he is to go.

. . The states are neglecting their own 
responsibility to racing. In New York 
the state received $50.000.000 from racing.

If you don’t get the option 
in writing, it isn’t necessary for you to 
make that trip.” I came back to America, 
and that was one of my hardest deals— 
trying to get Mr. Keene to sell the mares. 
He finally gave me the option. 


I went to see Mr. Vanderbilt. and I 
didn’t want to give him a chance to back 
out, so I said, “Mr. Vanderbilt. I have 
bought for you 6 of the best mares in 
America.” He wanted to know about each 
mare. and I told him the particulars. 
{Maskette. Pope Joan. and Court Dress 
were in the group.| He asked me. “Could 
you go to Kentucky, inspect them. load 
them, and get them to France by the first 
of the year?” (This was necessary if their 
foals were to be eligible for some of the 
big French races.) I said I could. I came 
to Kentucky, spent one day. loaded the 
mares on a train, and took the mares to 
Mr. Vanderbilt’s farm in Normandy. 


I persuaded Mr. Keene to let me take 
Peter Pan over with me. He said he would 
take $35.000 for him. I told him that I 
would take him over for 2 years. I leased 
him to Frank J. Gould for $35,000 for 2 
years. Needless to say, I received a pretty 
fair compensation for buying the Keene 
mares. I told Mr. Vanderbilt, very non- 
chalantly, he could pay me $1 or $15,000. 


But in dealing with the Europeans it is 
legal for a trainer or a manager of a farm 
to get 10 per cent of everything he buys 
or sells. Do you. want to hear a tale about 
Colin and Ballot? I don’t want these tales 
to bore you. 


Before I returned to England and France 
I was talking to Mr. Keene, and I told him 
that I had seen Colin and Ballot. I told 
him that they were in top shape. There 
was no racing in this country at that time.

I went back to my hotel and told Mrs. 
Chinn, “Today, I have been doing some 
horse trading.” The following day my 
suite of rooms looked like Christmas—hat 
boxes, shoe boxes, dresses. The next 
morning I reached under the door to get 
the Paris edition of the New York Herald. 
I saw, “James R. Keene Under the Knife.” 
The next day, “James R. Keene Is Dead.” 
And we couldn’t deliver either horse. 


HOWARD. Didn’t you accidentally win 
a lot of money on the English Derby when 
*Durbar II won? 

CHINN. Well, 1 wouldn’t call it an 
accident because I liked the horse very 
much. I had seen him in France. And 
the man who was rubbing the horse was 
John Beckley, who was raised by my 
father. I used to play “knucks” with him 
every Sunday. He was taking care of 
*Durbar II. The horse was raced by 
Herman B. Duryea. He was a beautifully 
bred horse (Rabelais—Armenia. by 
*Meddler), the same family as Myrtle- 
wood. Mr. Duke wrote me a letter and 
told me that the horse was training very 
satisfactorily. He said, “While I never 
bet, please put 5 pounds on *Durbar Il 
for my 2 head men.” 

In a couple of days the Derby was on. 
and we went. We had a wonderful box. 
right next to the royalty. I had not look- 
ed at the letter again. I thought the 
letter had said 50 pounds. I told Emil 
Herz, my betting commissioner, “Bet 50 
pounds each for 2 of Mr. Duke’s men on 
*Durbar II and bet 50 pounds for P. T. 
Chinn.” *Durbar IT was 33-1 in that race. 
but I only got 20-1. He won the race very 
easily. The next day, when I saw Emil. 
I pulled out the letter to get the address 
of Duke to send him the money on the bets. 
I showed the letter to Emil and he said. 
“Why, they only wanted to bet 5 pounds.” 
I had killed the race. I won a small 
fortune ($14,000). 

FAULCONER. I would like for you to 
tell about this plaque and how you got it. 

CHINN. At a dinner in New York at 
the Biltmore Hotel, given for an outstand- 
ing sportsman and patron of the arts. 
Joseph E. Widener, these plaques were 
presented to each guest. The dinner was 
most magnificently staged. They had Al 
Jolson, George Jessel, and a_ regular 
coterie of Broadway stars. There was no 
such thing as a quart of champagne— 
there was a magnum. There was no such 
thing as a Corona cigar—there were 
Corona Corona Deluxe cigars.

“Tell 
him to put $50.000 to my credit. I want 
to do some betting.” He would do it. He 
was a lovely man—a lovely friend of mine. 

When the pool got up to $30.000 winner, 
I called Wahlberg and said. “I am going 
to bet $10,000 on *Minto II straight and 
$10,000 to place. If you see Mr. Sinclair. 
please tell him.” Wahlberg said. “He’s 
coming down racing today. He said he 
would look you up.” 

That day Mr. Sinclair came in the bar 
where all of us used to meet and said, 
“How come you are betting on this horse 
to place?” I said, “Fitzsimmons has a first- 
class mare, and she’s won 3 straight. This 
horse practically has got to beat the track 
record to beat her.” Just for that, *Minto 
II took the track at the start, shut her out, 
won easily, and broke the track record. 
Sinclair, who bet only $25.000. said. 
“Damn it! I would have bet $500.000 on 
this horse if you hadn’t steered me off.” 
Well, he should have, but it was too late. 
I said, “The race is over and the horse is 
being cooled out.” That ended our 
financial association. 


FAULCONER. How about the time you 
sold the Allies 30,000 horses during World 
War I? 


CHINN. That was about the easiest 
trade I ever made. They didn’t have the 
artillery and cavalry horses. and they were 
thrown into war overnight. I didn’t seek 
them to sell horses. I was racing and do- 
ing pretty good. Ed Simms and I were 
having breakfast at the Cecil Hotel in 
London one morning, and he said, “Why 
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ing Street?” I told him to go ahead and 
get the letter. and I would make a deal 
for the horses. 

I couldn't get within 3 blocks of 10 
Downing Street with this letter. I gave Ed 
the letter back and told him that I was 
going on another route—P. T. Chinn’s 
route. I had some beautiful cards printed 
—Col. Phil T. Chinn. The cards gave me 
great prestige. They thought I was in the 
Army. With those cards [I got in at 10 
Downing Street. Before I reached the

don’t you let me get a letter from 
Ambassador Page to get you into 10 Down- 
Prime Minister's door they wanted to 
know what my business was. People were 
lined up for 4 or 5 blocks trying to get 
in 10 Downing Street. 

I finally made the score. That is. I 
was inside the door. I was escorted into 
a room with Lord Jellico, Lloyd George. 
Stanley Baldwin. I knew it was the wrong 
room. I told the usher, “This definitely 
is not the room for me. My subject is 
horses.” He took me to the right room in 
about 30 minutes. and I had a 
pleasant talk with one of the gentlemen.

In the meantime I cabled Harbison, 
Patterson. and Jewell at Tattersalls (Lex- 
ington): “I have the opportunity of mak- 
ing a contract for 30,000 to 50.000 horses. 
You are my full partner. But go to the 


First National Bank and sponsor me up to: 
$250.000 liability, and I will bring home 
the bacon.” They did everything except 
sponsor me for $250,000 liability. 

They initialed my contract at 10 Down. 
ing Street. and when I got back to America 
the contract for 30.000 horses was signed 
by Raymond Pichon. 

Inspection points were set up at Cin. 
cinnati. Lexington. Atlanta, Savannah, 
Galveston. etc. We advertised for horses 
in papers for 100 miles around each point: 
“Wanted. Solid bay. black. or brown 
horses. No grays or malformations accept- 
ed. 15.3 to 16.1. Ages not to exceed 7,” 
These ads really got the horses. There 
would be 2.000 horses at an inspection 
point in 2 or 3 days. Sometimes we would 
pay $166. which was what we were getting, 
but we would get some for $137.50. $140, 
$150. 

The best of the horses which were 
rejected at one point we would ship to, 
say. Atlanta. where they would be inspect- 
ing the next week. The first 1,250 horses 
which were accepted at Lexington were 
sent to Jersey City. where they were load- 
ed on the steamer Rembrandt, which burn- 
ed at sea.

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TAXES 


Record Revenue 


New York State this year received a 
record revenue from its tax on pari-mutuel 
betting. according to figures released by 
George M. Bragalini. president of the New 
York Tax Commission. Including both 
Thoroughbred and harness tracks, the 
state got $61.284.026 from mutuel taxes, 
It also received $1.751.354 in admission 
taxes and $283.621 in uncashed mutuel 
tickets. During the 16 years since New 
York first clapped a mutuel tax on the 
bettors the state has collected $499,287, 
379. 

The Thoroughbred tracks again supplied 
the lion’s share of the receipts. Although 
the handle at the Thoroughbred tracks 
comprised only 55 per cent of the total 
money bet, the Thoroughbred bettors paid 
60 per cent of the total tax. This year 
the handle at the Thoroughbred tracks 
was $355.717.545 for 197 days. In 1954, 
it was $363.306,510 for 196 days. Tax 
receipts went up from $33,777,310 to $36,- 
684.193. 

The state has been adding one per cent 
to its mutuel take for the last 4 years, and 
it will add another one per cent next year. 
This money come from a tax originally im- 
posed by the cities and counties in which 
the tracks operate. Beginning next year _ 
cities and counties will get no part of 
the mutuel pools. Eleven cents from each 
dollar bet will go to the state, 4 cents to 
the track. 


Boom in Canada 


The 1955 Canadian racing season pro- 
duced new records in betting and revenue 
to the provinces. according to an annual 
report of the Canadian Department of 
Agriculture. 

In 349 days of racing. Canadian tracks 
handled $82.685.610, or $1.632.343 more 
than the previous record set in 1954. The 
governments of the provinces in which rac- 
ing was conducted collected $6.281.700. 
also a new record. 

As in past years. the province of Ontario, 
where Woodbine Park. Fort Erie. Long 
Branch. and Dufferin Park are located. 
was far in front of other provinces in 
the amount of money bet. The 1955 
Ontario total was $57.273.792. more than 
70 per cent of the national total.

Better to be put 
to sleep forever than what some of them 
come to! Only good thing about auto- 
that they get you into’ the 
country to live where you couldn't: have 
lived before. and to the tracks when your 
trainer gets you on the phone in time to get 
packed and driven 300 miles to see a race 
that’s over in 1:12.2 at worst!
